I he Sedalia Farmers’ Co-operative Packing & Produce 
Company wish to announce that the Company was not op­ 
posed Jto union labor or to having a closed shop. 
When 
the employees of the Company organized a union in June 
and asked the Company to recognize it, an agreement was 
made between the employees who were members of the or­ 
ganization and the Company that the union would he recog­ 
nized on the 15th day ol August, 1918—providing the con 
duct of the employees who were members of the organization 
would be satisfactory to the company, and at which time the 
repairs and the installing of the equipment to the plant would 
he completed, and full efficiency would be obtained from the 
workers. 
Due to the fact that there were a few competent butchers 
in the employ of the company in June, it was also agreed be­ 
tween the employees and the Company, that between the 15th 
of June and the 15th of August the Company reserved the 
right to dispose of all incompetent help bcf* re the new wage 
scale went into effect. 
This announcement is principally for the purpose of hav­ 
ing it positively understood that the Company has lived up 
to all 
J cements anil promises made to its employes, and that 
there is no question of union recognition, as the date for that 
has not arrived. 
The Company has further agreed to pay its employes the 
same rate of wages that the other large industries in Sedalia 
pay for the same class of work, 
it has also agreed to increase 
its skilled laborers to the maximum rate ot 60c per hour, 
which is all that the employes are asking for. 
T h e difficulties at this time are that the employes have 
failed to live up to their promise in allowing the Company to 
dispose of the incompetent help.
